This proposal was passed by the 
House two years ago and was not 
acted upon by the Senate after an 
apportionment providing for 483 
members had been refused.

Congressman Barbour has gotten 
an agreement from the Forestry 
and National Park services as to 
the boundaries for the enlarged 
Sequoia Park which, when author- 
ised, will be known as the Roose- 
velt National Park.

Government Moves to 
Meet Rebellious Stand of 


Figueroa 

[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 1.—The 
mobilization of 6000 troops of in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery from 
detachments stationed in the 
States of Puebla, Morelos, Mexico 
and Michoacan has been ordered 
by the War Department to meet 
the situation created by the rebel- 
lious attitude of Gen. Romulo 
Figueroa, chief of nillitary opera- 
tions in the State of Guerrero. 

A squadron of four Sairplanes 
left this morning for Puente de 
Ixtla where it will await orders. 
Part of the froces mobilized are 
actually in readiness in the River 
Balsas region and Acapulco. 

Conhdence is expressed by the 
War Department that fighting 
will no. be necessary when Figue- 
roa learns the extent of the prepa- 
rations, and the government's de- 
termined attitude to suppress the 
movement.

TOPOGRAPHY AND SIZE 


Tiburon (Shark) Island is sit- 
vated in the Gulf of California, be- 
tween parallels 28 degrees, 50 min- 
utes and 29 degrees 30 minutes, 
and longitudes 112 and 113 west. 
It is separated from the Sonora 
mainland by a parrow channel 
known as “El Canal del Infiernil- 


lo” (Little Hell Strait), which av- 


erages in width from 3800 yards to 
one mile. The island is twenty- 
five miles long from north to south, 
and about twelve miles wide. It 
is almest entirely enclosed by 
mountain chains, with a long, level 
plateau extending through the cen 
ter, eight miles long and two miles 
wide. The mountain ranges fring- 
ing the island are all of volcanic 
origin, the highest peak reaching 
an altitude of 3996 feet, being sit- 
vated in the central eastern part. A 
number of other peaks reach a 
height of 2000 feet, resembling 
those of the mainiand in outline.

BAYS AND ANCHORAGES 


On the extreme southwest end of 
the island is “La Cruz” Bay, which 
affords reasonably secure anchor- 


miles to the south, anchor in this 
bay. It is also the scene of the 
eri summer camp. Another bay 
is found to the east of la Cruz, 
facing the Sonora mainiand, at the 
extreme southeast point of the 
island. There are a number of 
amail bays in the channel, but ow- 
ing to their shallowness they af- 
ford anchorage only to very smal! 
craft. Due to the constantly shift- 
ing bars and the changing currents 
the depth of water in the channel 
is not dependable. There are no 
high mountains near the channel. 
In Tecomate Bay there is safe an- 
chorage from the south winds and 
from the northwest winds. From 
Tecomate to La Cruz the shore is 
formed by cliffs with no means of 
effecting a landing. On the north- 
west side there is a slope extend- 
ing four or five miles “Isla de 
Patos” (Dick Isiand) affords pro- 
tection against She north, north- 
west and west Winds. There are 
no landing places — the whole 
north frontage. Ense a del Perro 
affords good anchorage. The most 
treacherous winds with which the 
navigator has to contend are the 
norwesters, which blow almost con- 
tinuously from October to March. 
Boating and fishing parties con- 
templating a visit to Tiburon may 
do well in securing a good guide at 
Guaymas. 


FAUNA OF TIBURON 

The animal life of Tiburon Island 
is not unlike that of Sonora. Burro 
deer are known to abound on the 
plains of the island. Coyotes, rab- 
bits, quails, rattlesnakes, doves and 
many kinds of water bieds also are 
quite common. The waters sur- 
rounding Tiburon are alive with 
turties and many kinds of fish, 
most of which are edible. 

The Seri is known as a crafty 
hunter, being able to approach so 
near to his prey that d is almost 
impossible for him to miss it. Bows 
and arrows, as well as firearms are 
used. Nearly every male Seri is 
now the proud possessor-of a rifle.

No wild boars or mountain sheep 
are found on the island. These 
are found on the mainland facing 
the island. 

Rattlesnakes are found in large 
numbers, and they are considered 
a juicy morsel by the natives. 

Among the numerous varieties of 
birds found is one which Sr. 
Thompson calls a pink crane, 
whose breast feathers are known 
to have great value. This may be 
the aigrette. These birds are found 
in immense flocks on the beaches. 

The gallito is noted for its 
noisiness; it lays eggs the size of 
a hen's egg and equally as good to 
eat. 

The agullia (sea eagle) is also 
guite common. It is not edible.

The abundance 
of deer is thought by some to be 
due to the fact that the Indians 
lack good firearms and depend- 
able ammunition, and to the fur- 
ther fact that they are too lazy 
to hunt, preferring to catch fish 
and turtle for their sustenance. 
One of my informants also claims

that there are scarcely any “claw | 


or fare” animals on the island, 
aside from the fox, upon which he 
bases his theory that the young 
deer are not destroyed when they 
seek the cool mountain caves dur- 
ing the extremity hot summer 


months. This they would not do if 
there were many lions, Wildcats 
and other “claw” animals. Ti- 


buron is the Mecca for parties of 
American hunters and fisherman. 


MARITIME FAUNA 

On account of its narrowness 
in relation to its length the Gulf 
of California constitutes a favor- 
able place for the development and 
reproduction of sea life. Conse- 
quently its waters are alive with 
many varieties of edible fish, tur- 
tles, clama, lobsters, whales, seals 
and otner varieties of sea  ani- 
male. In spite of these advan- 
tages, which should result in build- 
ing up important packing i:dus- 
tries, until now the fishing indus- 
try in the Gulf has been carried 
on in a rudimentary, unsystemat- 
fe manner by relatively few na- 
tives who supply the needs of the 
country and for export to § Ari- 
zona. This state of abandonment 
is partly due to the sparse popu- 
lation along the coast, and the 
lack of communication with the 
interior of the country. Owing to 
its distance from the Port of 
Guaymas and Hermosillo, the 
State capital, there le but little 
fishing done in the waters of Ti- 
buron Island. Of recent times Her- 
mosillo has drawn part of its sup- 
ply of fresh fish from thie region. 


Many varieties of “game” fish, 
euch as yellow tall, sword fish, 
tortuava, tuna, sea base, rock 


bass, sail fish, sharks, whales, kil) 
ers, Ste., ure known to exist in 
these waters. The sall fish is a 
large fish with immense fins re- 
sembling sails, measuring more 
than two feet in length and ending 
in a point. Tiburon, which takes 
ite name from the Spanish word 
for shark, abounds in that spe- 
cles of fish, from the comr on 
shark to the voracious man-eater. 
During the winter season whales 
are often seen along the coast, as 
many as eleven having been ob- 
served in one herd. The medium- 
sized whale, designated by the 
name of “bufeo” (globicephalis) 
is sometimes caught with har- 
poons thrown from small vessels. 
Once the bufeo is harpooned it is 
killed by means of lances of the 
boatmen. The animal sometimes of- 
fers tenacious resistance and places 
the lives of the fishermen in dan- 
ger. On such occasions the end of 
the harpoon rope is fastened to 
a barrel, which is thrown into the 
water when the whale assumes a 
threatening attitude; thus it Is 
allowed to wear itself out on the 
barrel, rendering its killing much

Great numbers of large sea tur- 
tles, constituting the chief diet of 
the Seri, are found in these waters. 
The Indians catch them by means 
of small harpoons thrown from 
boats or rafts (balsas.) Contrary 
to report, the Seri does not eat his 
turtie meat entirely raw. 


DEGENERATE INDIAN TRIBE 


Much has been written in the 
press of the United States regard- 
ing the habits of the Seri Indians 
inhabiting Tiburon Island and their 
attitude toward the white race and 
the Mexicans. By certain of our 
journalists, with a sense of humor 
that at least a portion of the read- 
ing public does not understand, the 
Serie have been described as a 
fierce, cannibalistic tribe to whom 
raw human flesh is 
morsel. As a matter of fact, these 
imputations are far from the truth. 
The Seri is a lazy, degenerate, filthy 
Indian, peaceably inclined if left 
alone, and who subsists on deer, 
fish, turties and clame. He has 
adopted certain accomplishments 
of modern civilization, such as in- 
dulging in tobacco, tequila, whise- 
key, ete., craved by the more high 
ly civilized peoples. On occasions 
they have been guilty of atrocities, 
according to report. I refer especi-

However, 
that trait is not limited to Seri In- 
dians. There are times when they 
are in dire need of raiment and 
food and no money with which 
to acquire them. Periodically 
groups of the leading Serbe visit 
the State capitol at Hermosilla, 
where they barter their crude crea- 
tions for clothes old and new and 
for such domestic articies as they 
may need and can use. They 80 
about the streets of the city quite 
peaceable and harmless. As the Is- 
land of Tiburon forms part of the 
State of Sonora, politically, the 
Seri tribe is subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, although little con- 
trol is exercised over them by the 
State authorities, and they are al- 
lowed to live their own semisav- 
age lives in their own way. 

My informant is of the opinion 
that there are now not to exceed 
200 Seris left as their unsanitary, 
filthy habits render them the prey 
of epidemics and diseases that have 
been known to visit the island. 
They are disinclined to do any 
work that lis for exertion. It is 
obvious therefore that they pay no 
attention to agriculture, mining or 
other pursuits, and prefer to live 
from hand to mouth, catching only 
enough fish, turtles and game to 
satisfy their hunger for the day, 
having no thought for the morrow. 
Their brush huts are not large 
enough in which to live; hence they 
use them only to creep into to 
sleep. They go about with their 
bodies only partly covered with 
rags and canvas. The “ladies” of 
the tribe give themselves no trou- 
ble to keep up with the styles of 
the day. If a cast-off garment is 
offered them they accept it with 
gratitude, and wear it with pride. 
The children often go quite naked.

TRIBAL DANCES 

Similar to the custom prevall- 
ing among other Indian tribes, 
dating is induiged in frequently, 
net merely for the pleasure of the 
dance, but as an expression of 
gratitude for benefits received, 
such as an abundance of game or 
fish, favorable weather, etc. On 
these occasions the male members 
of the tribe usually become intoxi- 
cated on their own brand of 
“home brew, made from the 
prickly pear. 

The Seri will invariably turn to 
dancing when intoxicated. Before 
the dance begins the participants 
are réquired to lay aside their 
knives to prevent bloodshed. A 
level spot is selected where a pole 
is planted in the ground near 
which the dancing is done. As al- 
ready mentioned, their dancing 
suggests some special event, and 
the dancers carry certain articles 
in accordance therewith. 
stance, if the dante is in honor of 
the hunting season they carry 
their hunting utensils, such as 
bows and arrows and rifles. If in 
honor of the fishing season, fishing 
appliances are carried. The pur- 
pose of the dance may always be 
guessed by the cbjects displar<d. 
Dancing is indulged in preferably 
when the Seri is well fed and satis- 
fled. The backs of turles are some- 
times used to dance upon. At 
these pole dances the dancers al- 


ways wear strings of “cascabellas” 


The cascabella is 
a cocoon of a certain species of 
butterfly found attached to the 
bushes at certain seasons of the 
years. The end of the cocoon is 
cut open, and quantity of gravel 
poured in, and then closed. These 
strings are then wound round the 
legs of the dancers, making a deaf- 
ening noise the dancers move 
about. The Yaqui Indians and 
Navajo Indians are known to fol- 
low the same custom.

TRIBAL GOVERNMENT 
The Seri tribe is divided into 
several camps of a few families in

The authority to serve as 
a chief is invested by the State 
government of Sonora. The Serie 
evidently live in harmony among 
themselves and at ce with the 
State of Sonora. latter fact 
is probably due to the policy of 
noninterference in the political 
and social affairs of the tribe by 
the State government. For many 
years part the tribe has been ruled 
by Chief Juan Tomas, who is said 
to be the offspring of a kidnaped 
Spanish girl and a ri male. 
Tomas is known to wield arbi- 
trary powers as regards the social 
and family relations of his tribe. 
He has been a picturesque and 
powerful chief, but is now aged 
and decrepit. What little there is 
known of the history of the tribe 
is based largely on tradition. It 
is believed that they spring from 
the Yuma Indian tribe, formerly 
a tribe of some 2500 inhabiting 
the penisula of Lower Califor- 
nia.

MARKERS IN STREETS 

Regarding the use of “buttems” 
or markers at street intersections, 
the commission states the common 
practice of placing them in the 
center regardless of the peculiar 
character of the corner and the 
traffic handled, is a mistake and 
should be altered. The Motor Ve- 
hicle Act, it stated, does not pro- 
vide for markers of any kind where 
the center is intended to be the 
turning point. 

The commission classifies inter-

The record of Warren Hurdine’s! 
home life is one of unusual happi- | 
ness. As a boy, living with his 
father and mother, one of eight | 


chilidren, he was surrounded with 
sympathy and understanding. His 
mother, a devout, carnest woman 


whose life centered in her home | 


and children, was a lifetime in- 
spiration to him. Every Sunday, 
until the day of her death, he sent 
flowers to her. When it was neces- 


sary for him to be absent, he ar- 


ranged to have the flowers sent as 
usual. After det death he had 
fresh flowers placed in his room 
each Sunday, in her memory. To 
his father, Dr. George T. Harding. 
the President was a devoted son. 
Through the President the public | 
came to know and love Dr. Hard- 
ing, and today the father's grief) 
that his son was not permitted to 
fulili his full four years of serv- | 
ice to his country is lessened by 
the sympathy of the nation. 

Mr. Harding married Florence 
Kung when he was 26 years of 
age, He was in the throes of mak- . 
ing a newspaper out of the feeble | 
Marion Star, which he had pur- 
chased, with a partner, when he 
was 19 years of age. His marriage 
to Florence Kling was violently op- 
posed by her father, a leading busi- 
ness man of Marion. Undaunted 
by parental opposition, the young 
couple procvceded to build a home 
of their own, and although it was 
not quite finished on the day when 
they were married in July, 1891. 
the ceremony was performed there. 
George B. Christian, Jr., who later 
became the President's. secretary, | 
was the bridegroom's neighbor. He 
greeted the wedding guests as they | 
arrived. 


MRS. HARDING HELPS 


From home making Mrs. Hard- 
ing was soon called to more ardu- 
ous effort. During the fliness of | 
her husband, the circulation man- 
ager of the Star quit. Without 
ing anything Florence Harding | 
took upon herself the responsibil- | 
ity of getting the Star to its read- | 
ers. She succeeded so well that 
she was associated with her hus- 
band from that time on in the 
business management of the pa- 
per. Business was never allowed | 
to interfere with the comfort and | 
smooth running of her home, how- | 
ever. It was a home from the day | 
of her entrance into it. to the day 
she left it for the White House. 

The devotion of Warren Hard- 
ing to his wife, and the complete 
understanding of the two. was the 
subject of much admiring com- 
ment among their friends. Their | 
closest friends they had in common 
and held in mutual esteem. They | 
talked things over as much as pos- 
sible. When Mrs. Harding suffered | 
a breakdown in 1922 as the re- 
sult of overwork, she was almost 
compensated, she said, for the op- 
portunity it gave her to renew long | 
evening conversations with her | 
husband. They shared the rewards | 
of labor, just as they shared the 
labor. In the latter years, when | 
arduous public duties made any- | 
thing else impossible, the Hard- 
ings used to say that “home was 
wherever they were together.” 

It was in this kind of a home— | 
the President's suite at the Palace | 
hotel in San Francisco—that 
died with Mrs. Harding reading to 
him. His last smile was for her as 
he said: “That's good! Read 
more.

He 
testified he later told all drivers 
they could make only one 
lap, then pull up in the rear of 
the other cars at the starting 
point. He had Also constantly 
warned everybody from the track, 
he added. 
. “Harts was not reckless or care- 
less, if he misunderstood my in- 
structions,” said Wagner. Wade 
and Hughes had absoletely no 
business on the track at the time 
of the accident.” 

Ralph ohnston, a pit atrendant 
for Hartz, .corroborated 
Wagner had given 
permission for two laps around 
the course before the start.

America’s supremacy in the use 


ern California Telephone Company 
and made public yesterday. 

The report shows that the United 
States, with but 6 per cent of the 


cent of the telephones in use in 
the world. Europe, with a popu- 
lation of more than four times 
that of the United States, has but 
25 per cent of the world’s tele- 
phones, the figures show. All other 
countries of the world combined 
possess the remaining instruments. 

The report shows further that 
but 29 per cent of the world’s 
telephones are under government 


cent being owned and operated by 
private firms. In countries where 
the telephones are operated by 
private enterprise, it is shown, far 
more progress been made in 
extending their use than in coun- 
tries where the instruments are 
controlled by the government. 
There were, on January 1, last. 
13,876,219 telephones in use in 
the United States or approximately 
one telephone for every eight 
persons. 

Canada and Denmark, where a 
large proportion of the telephones 
are owned by private firms. are 
next in rank to the United States 
in the number in use. They are 
well ahead of the great countries 
of Europe where government own- | 
ership prevails, the figures show. | 
there are 10.2 telephones for every 
100 persons in and 8.2 
telephones per 100 population tn 
Denmark. 

Germany, in 1922, had only 3.3 
telephones for every 100 inhabi- 
tants.

MUST WORK FAST 

Let it be known here that this 
is the crucial moment of the whole 
examination. The applicant must 
work and work fast in order to 
get each letter down as it is given 
by the test buzzer. The letters 
certainly do come fast. Let it he 
known also that if the code teat 
is flunked the privilege is not ac- 
corded the applicant to answer 
the myriad of technical questions 
which are to follow, Hut he must 
wait three weary months before 
he can again be permitted to take 
the examination. 

The code exarfination is sent 
with an automatic machine which 
sounds quite differently from or- 
dinary hand sending. The ma- 
chine makes the letter rapidly, but 
leaves a longer space between let 
ters, which gives it a queer choppy 
effect and makes machine sending 
at a given speed of transmission 
seem faster than hand sending, 
which drags the letter along at an 
even gate, not accentuating 
spaces so uniformally and, which 
gives the sending

New York Authority Says 
Few Stories Justify Outlay 
of More Than $125,000 


“The only prevention of 


duction 
picture industry is the making of 
the greater bulk feature pictures 
at a cost not to exceed $125,000,” 


contends Ralph Block, former New 
York dramatic critic, author and 
scenarist. 

Block's contention is based on 
an intensive study of the motion- 
picture industry for the past five 
years. The present curtailment of 
production, according to Block, is 
due to carelessness in the expendi- 
tures involved in the picturization 
of books and plays, and to the 
producers’ lack et intimate know!l- 
edge of production values. 0 

“No feature warrants a cost of 
more than $125,000," says Block, 
unless it is a spectacular produc- 
tion demanding huge mob scenes, 
costuming or monumental sets, 
There would be no slump in pie- 
tures containing real, human, 
every-day stories with an appeal as 
broad as humanity itself. 0 

That producers have purchased 
books and plays with a wide ap- 


pro- 


peal cannot be denied. The 
trouble, however, lies in the fact 
that after the books and plays 


were purchased;at tremendous ex 
pense, thefr real import was neg- 
lected in transferring them to the 
screen. The blame for this state 
of affairs cannot in ite entirety be 
laid on the shoulders of the scena- 
rio writer. The producers in the 
main are often to blame, simply 
because they are continually in- 
sisting on injecting into plain, 
homespun stories, elements which 
are entirely foreign to the story 
and which serve to increase the 
cost of production. 

“The sooner producers realize 
that what the public wants today 
more than ever before is real 
honest-to-goodness stories, pref- 
erably those written directly for 
the silversheet, the better it will 
be for the entire industry. Under 
a sane and safe production policy, 
Umiting the cost of features to 
$126,000, there will never be any 
slump in motion-picture making.” 

Block, for the past year with 
Famous Players-Lasky as editor 
and supervisor of productions, has 
had much experience in the news- 
paper and theatrical world, and 
holds the distinction of being the 
first man to induce Bernard Shaw, 
famous European novelist and 
playwright, to allow the produc- 
tion of his plays in America by the 
Theater Guild of New York.

IMPROVISATIONS 


Ad Lih Comment ent on Current 
Musical Themes and 
Tendencies 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT 

If I were to nominate the most 
popular composers, as based on 
observations made at recent con- 
certs, I should place somewhere 
near the head of the list none oth- 
er than Debussy. His compositions 
seem to have acquired an entire- 
ly new access of favor since the 
opening of the season, and this 
would naturally create the impres- 
sion that the public is, becoming 
much more familiar with his style. 
His art, with its remarkable color. 
has always had a large following, | 
particularly among students. but 


now it is the general public as. 


well who have been caught by his 
peculiar spell. 

What I miss most in the rendi- 
tions of Debussy that I have late- 
ly heard te the Debussy spirit. To 
be sure, this spirit does not invari- 
ably have to offer definite and un- 
changing characteristics, nor 
should it be entirely atmospheric, 
that is emphasizing a fleeting har- 
moniousness at the cost of the 
more definite line of the themes. 
Rut still there is needed a certain 
specific attitude of mind in ap- 
proaching the works of this subtle 
and sometimes inspired French- 
man, whose death came all too 
soon for the world af music. 

Mostiy, what I find objection to is 
the way in which his songs are 
given. S80 few singers seem to 
imbue them with a really impres- 
sionistic nuance. Nihe times out 
of ten thev are sung with a Teu- 


tonic heaviness. They lumber 
along on sombre or improperly 
brightened tone. Even the Ro- 


miance, which is one of the most 
conventional of the composer's 
numbers. is given with a dull 
heavy inflection, and without the 
airy grace and feeling that the 
words themselves suggest. 

Worst of all, perhaps, are the 
interpretations that we consist- 
ently hear of Mandoline“ and 
“Fantoches” and those other ex- 
tremely whimaical numbers to the 
words by Pauline Verlaine. These 
songs are of all the moet delicate 
quality, the most fragile material. 
They should always be marked 
“handle with care.” They are to 
be done only by the most dexterous 
and sekiliful artists, who in addi- 
tion what amount to a 
jJuggier’s talent. for cleverly tos- 
sing amout easily destroyed or 
marred but crystal ee notes. 


Concerts which are based on lo- 
cal energy do not as a rule receive 
the support proportionate to that 
for outside attractions. I refer 
particularly in this connection to 
ensemble music activities, that 
seem to be in the ascendancy of 
their inherent development. 

Most musicians have come to 
the realization that the individual 
effort ia seldom able to sustain the 
public interest as it used to. 
Whether it is that the virtuosity of 
the present-day artist is lacking. or 
that the taste has changed it is 
difficuit to tell. Certain it ie that 
the long years of preparation and 
the hardships are not endured with 
the fortitude that they were a 
half or even a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, and consequently it a 
success is made it is generally for 
the moment alone. Even some of 
the best of our present-day mu- 
sicians are examples of this de- 
cline in personal power. 

At any rate, the number of the 
musical who may depend on their 
personal appeal seems to be con- 
stantliy lessening. Audiences de- 
mand that their programs suggest 
the illusion at least of variety, and 
the most obvious way in which 
this may be brought about is by 
including several performers. When 
this results in the playing of the 
finer chamber music works, the 
benefit to the listener is of very 
great worth. Few persons who at- 
tend ensemble concerts are dis- 
appointed by the impression that 
ia evoked, once they have learned 
to appreciate this form. Except 
for certain truly great soloists, the 

1 musical enjoyment in a con- 
cert, which. is dominated by one 
1 in inclined to be lim- 
ited. 


At present, the taste for en- 
semble music has not been culti- 
vated along the broad lines that 
it should be. We have several in- 
teresting groups that have shown 
a most commendable enterprise 
in bringing before their public 
much that is novel and new. In 
some respects, they are becoming 
leaders in this adventure. They 
have introduced compositions by 
both the extreme moderne and 
the conservatives, and they have 
uncovered treasures among the old. 
as well. This is a spirit that music 
in this locality needs at the pres- 
ent time, and it is a spirit that 
naturally bids for a conatantly in- 
creasing audience. 


BRIGHTENING NEW 
RECORD RELEASES 


When Sigrid Onegin, | the Metro- 
politen Opera Company contralto, 
sang for her first phonograph au- 
dience the “Che faro senza Euri- 
dice,” she touched one of the 
highest moments she has reached 
in song. All the lovely legato, and 
purity of tone and style required 


for thie Gluck aria have been at- 


tained by Mme. Onegin. She ap- 
pears to have been corresponding- 
ly successful with her interpreta- 
tion of the “Voce di donna.” La 
Cigcia's song from “La Gioconda.” 
(Brunewick.) 

So universal has been the ap- 
peal of the delightful Victor Her- 
bert songs that they have gradu- 
ated from the musical comedy 
field into the ranks of the stand- 
ard. May Peterson's voice, clear 
and high. brings out the many pos- 
sibilities of “Kise Me Again and 
the plaintive little “Toyland.”

farmer and his wife. The deposi- 
tories of the Japanese spirit are 
to be found knee-deep in the 
sludge of their paddy fields.”

MASCAGNI’S L’AMICO FRITZ 


Asstertions so often voiced that 
is A oOne-opera 
poser must sometimes be taken 
seriousiy. After the Metropoli- 
tan’s late revival of “L/Amico 
Fritz” one is at a loss to discover 
why the Italian selected such an 
inconsequential libretto. He, nor 
any other composer, could have 
been inspired to create for that 
text gripping music for any sus- 
tained period. Apart from a few 
moments when the tenor has some 
grateful phrases in one aria, and 
some spots in a single duet for 
soprano) and tenor, LAmico 
Fritz” ambles along without con- 
trast enough to keep one from 
talling asleep. 

Some compensation was supplied 
in the performance of Miguel File- 
ta, the Metropolitan's new tenor. 
Having heard him, now, on several 
occasions we can at length record 
our opinion of him. It is a high- 
ly favorable one. It is a great 
Kobe, and it is used (with the 
single exception of which we shall 
presently write) with a skill sel- 
dom met with nowadays. The tone 
is directed high in the head, so 
that it is at all times free from 
throaty interferences. The warmth 
of the voice tingles the spine, and 
in mezza voce passages its deliv- 
ery is like some soft sighing in 
the boughs of trees. 

Fieta’s tendency to use too much 
tone is, at present, his most se- 
rious fault. He does not sing 
always “on the breath” (which 
means, broadly, keeping it in 
greater part in the lungs in a way 
that permits only a little to be fed 
to the vocal chords—just enough 
| to produce tone in any degree of 
required power.) Fleta uses too 
‘much breath. This is evident prin- 
cipally in delivering high notes 
/with the full voice; and when this 
is done the tone shakes. 

Such talent as Fleta possesses 
deserves the moet careful nursing. 
His inherent singing talent is so 
exceptional, and his acting reveals 
so much promise for the future 
that we can say sincerely that he 
might, if he were willing to pro- 
ceed slowly and with every regard 
for painstaking artistry, become a 
most unique artist. If he does not 
attain that position he will have 
only himeelf to blame. For he can 
become great if he is so minded. 

The rest of the cast included 
Lucrezia Bori, who sang and acted 
disappointingly; Giuseppe Danise, 
who was quite satisfactory, and 
Merle Alcock, an American con- 
tralto who has made a fine place 
for herself in concert.

The average of corporation bond 
prices for October, 1922, is given 
by one statistical organization as 
76.112 and for October of this year 
71.531. The combined average 
price of ten second-grade rails, ten 
public utilities and ten industrials 
as of the 15th of November this 
vear was ,68 higher than a month 
ago but somewhat lower than a 
vear ago.

in Larger Cities Gains 


Los Angeles tops the principal 
cities of the United States In gains 
shown over last year in real estate 
transfers and conveyances, with 
an increase 


to a survey just received by the Los 

Angeles Realty Board concerning 
conditions generally throughout the 
United States and Canada just com- 
| pleted by the National Association 
| of Real Estate Boards. 

The reports from every corner of 
the continent indicate, according ta 
local realtors, that the American 
real estate market, conservative 
index of American business condi- 
tions, has been more active during 
the season just coming to a close 
than during any other season in 
the business history of this nation, 
and Los Angeles has been more 
active proportionately than any of 
the other large cities of America. 

The rent situation nationally, as 
it now is and as its outlook indi- 
cates, the national housing situa- 
tion, the building situation, with its 


Important relationship to all busi- 


ness activity, the labor situation 
with which it is knit, the present 
marked suburban movement in the 
growth of American cities, and 
the money supply for financing 
real estate development of all 
kinds are reported on at first hand 
from every section of the United 
States. 

Findings of the survey, constitut- 
ing a careful barometric reading 
for a basic section of American 
business activity, are based on re- 
ports of constituent real estate 
boards in 240 cities. 

Approaching stabilization of sev- 
eral of the factors that underlie the 
present unprecedented national real 
estate activity is indicated, the sur- 
vey finds, while it is impossible te 
predict with certainty the course 
the market will take in 1924, the 
situation at present seems to point 
to a continuation of present activ- 
ity, and there are some indications

FINDINGS OF SURVEY 
Indications found of interest to 
renters, property owners, investors, 
builders and to students of the gen- 
eral business trend, are as follows: 


(1.) More transfers of real prop- 
erty were recorded and more build- 
ings were erected during the first 
nine months of 1923 than during 
the same period of any year in the 
history of the American continent. 

(2.) Rents have increased 
largely, the country over, both for 
business and for residential prop- 
erty, but in general they are be- 
coming stabilized at the present 
levels. Residential rentals show 
the stabilizing tendency more 
strongly than business rentals. The 
situation is more favorable toward 
stabilization in cities of over 200,- 
000 * 72 per cent of 
which report residential rents sta- 


wing the 
course cost of bullding. 
While according to the most au- 
thentic index af living costs rents 
are now 25 points higher than oth- 
er commodities, present rents are 
low compared with the cost of 
construction. Before rents de- 
crease perceptibly there must be 
a decrease in the eost of building. 

(4.) Great inroeds are being 
made in the national building 
shortage which was so pronounced 
after the war. Shortage is most 
acute apparently in the East and 
Far West. There is prevalent 
throughout the reports the im- 
pression that the supply of hous- 
ing accommodations and business 
structures is about to reach a state 
of equilibrium between supply and 
demand. 

SMALL HOUSES WANTED 

(6.) The greatest demand at 
the present time in the real estate 
market is for small single-family 
dwellings. Sixty-eight per cent of 
the cities reporting indicate a 
shortage here, whereas only 54 per 
cent report a shortage in apart- 
ment houses. Only 43 
port a shortage in bus 
tures. 

(6.) Amount and value of 
building construction has been ex- 
traordinary, making it safe to as- 
sume that the increase of 23 per 
cent over the record year 1922, 
| maintained, according to the Uni-

| tistics, for the first six months 
of 1923, will be fairly well main- 
tained for the whole year if not

The market for business prop- 
erty is reported better than last 
‘year by 57 per cent of the real 
| estate boards contributing to the 
survey. The market for residen- 
tial property is reported better 
than last year by 55 ver cent of 
the boards. 

Building shortage of some kind 
is reported by practically all the 
large cities of the East. How- 
ever of twenty-three cities of over 
200,000 population twenty report 
that they have caught up with 
their building program and may 
be considered normal. Business 
structures have made the most 
rapid adjustment. 

The labor situation in the build- 
ing trades is reported encourag- 
ing. Labor supply is stated to be 
sufficient in 49 per cent of the 
cities, and 76 per cent report the 
situation the same or better than 
last year. In nearly 60 per cent 
of the cities wages are reported 
higher, but bonuses, paid in the 
summer rush season are disap- 
pearing. Increases in numbers of 
apprentices in some trades point 
to relief.

This pine 
is of a quality inferior to the Amer- 
ican pine, known in Mexico as the 
southern yellow pine, the result be- 
ing that last year Mexican builders 
bougyt from the United States 
$2,065,762 worth of southern yel- 
low pine. There was also imported 
into Mexico last year $339,107 
worth of Douglas fir from the 
United States. 


MANY VARIETIES 


— — 


According to statistics from Mex -“ 


There are, it is estimated, nearly 
200 varieties of Mexican woods, | 
most of them produced in the 
States of the tropics, and the Mex- 
lean government has lately pub- 
lished a good deal of information 
regarding them. 

Regarding Mexico's best mahog- 
any the official observationg are: 
The bark of mahogany trees is 
very similar to that of black oak, 
and the leaves are shaped like 
those of wild cherry. In height, 
an average mahogany tree runs 
from forty to sixty feet to the first 
limb, and beyond that there are 
two or three large branches. Just 
below the fork or crotch Is the 
most wood. The fork is sliced into 
the most costly veneering. 

Those of the roots which are 
above ground act as upright sup- 
ports to the trunk—always remark- 


able for ite straightness—and are 
shaped and placed in position like | 
buttresses. These buttresses are 
seldom, if ever, exported for com- 
mercial purposes. They contain 
wonderful birdseye marking and 
are big enough, singly, to make 
g00d-sized oval tables. 


BY MOONLIGHT 


Felling is done “a la lus dela 
luna,” that is, by moonlight only. 
otherwise experience teaches that 
the loge split and the more speed- 
ily become worm eaten. 

Although forty cubic feet equal 
a ton, 2240 pounds, 480 board feet 
are taken to the ton, notwithstand- 
ing that they weigh six pounds to 
the foot, or say 2880 pounds dead 
weight; in short, it may be said 
that a ton of mahogany weighs 
640 pounds more than the standard 
long ton. 

Tabasco mahogany is the best in 
Mexico, both in color and fiber. 
Really good Tabascan logs aver- 
age forty feet to the. rst cut and 


are thirty inches in diameter. 
Campeche mahogany is lighter in 
color than the bascan. Be- 


sides, it is long and spindly, fre- 
quently running to 100 feet in 
height at the expense of quality in 
the lower trunk. Chiapas wood is 
no better; indeed, perhaps not so 
good os the average. On the Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec the trees are 
of good quality when not of second 


gulf end. 


BUILDING TIMBER 

There are immense quantities of 
building timber and cabinet woods 
in Mexico, many species of which 
are at yet unknown in foreign 
markets, although they are classed 
among the most valuable and ex- 
pensive varieties. The yearly pro- 
duction of mahogany reaches about 
$200,000 Mexican silver. Chia- 
apaw, Tabasco, Vera Cruz and Cam- 
peche supply the greatest quantity, 
One-half of the mahogany con- 
sumed in the United States comes 
from Mexico. Cedar is found in 
all parts of the country, but the 
States of Chihuahua, Tabasco and 
Vera Cruz contain the largest and 
most desirable forests of this wood, 
cutting annually cedar logs to the 
value of more than 1,000,000 pesos. 

Ebony is produced in Taumali- 
pas, Guerrero, Hidalgo and Yuca- 
tan. 
| Puebla produces a greater quan- 
tity of aloe wood than any of the 
| other States; Coahuila, the most 
oak: Nuevo Leon, the greatest 
amount of walnut; the Lower Call- 
fornia territory, tronwood, while 
the States of Jaliaco is celebrated 
for its orange wood. 


PINE ON PLATEAUS 

Certain quantities of pine are 
found in large areas in plateau 
districts of Mexico, of which there 
are six species: White sugar and 
bastard white, two fir, white and 
red; a small percentage of yellow. 
| There are numerous timber tracts 
in Mexico, the States of Durango 
and Sinaloa being most noteworthy. 

Lack of transportation has been 
a great difficulty in marketing Mex- 
ican woodr. In one section of the 
State of Durango investigation 
showed some 5,368,500.000 feet of 
common pine, and a tract in the 
northern part of the State con- 
taining 4,800,000 acres was estimat- 
ted to have 10,000,000,000 feet of 
commercial pine ready for cutting. 
It is possible to buy much of the 
Durango timber at a very low price.

‘ CANADA FINANCES 
OTTAWA—As a result of domes- 
tie borrowing this year a much 
larger proportion of Canada’s pub- 
lic debt is now held in this coun- 


try than atthe same time last year. 
At the end of October this year the 
sum of $2,049,467,249.48, out of a 
total gros debt of $3,042,145,5620.98, 
was payable in Canada, as com- 
pared with $1,970,651,281.87 paya- 
ble in Canada on the same date a 
year ago, or an increase of 178. 
815,967.61, the interest upon which 
will go to Canadian instead of for- 
eign investors. 

During October this year the 
total revenue of the dominion in- 
creased over $530,000. For the 
year ending October this year the 
revenue increased over $10,500,000, 
and the expenditures decreased 
$2,000,000

TO CUT BUDGET 


Finance Minister Preparing 
to Wield Ax 


Army Appropriation Slice 
Decided On 


Dublin Hopes to Float Loan 
for Houses

DUBLIN, Nov. 15,—With the ir- 
regulars fading out of the picture 
as an armed force and with press- 
ing need in Ireland for general re- 
construction, the Free State gov- 
ernment has decided that the na- 
tional purse strings must be tight- 
ened. The call for state economy 
has been constant within the last 
few months. It has been answered 
by Ernest Blythe, Minister of Fi- 
nance, who is wielding the ax in 
government departments with en- 
thusiasm. 

There is proposed as a begin- 
ning an immediate reduction in 
expenditure of* 1,000,000 a year. 
This is in addition to the slicing 
of the army appropriation by 
more than 16,000,000. or 
course, the cost of the army 
in the last year was due wholly 
to the turbulent conditions caused 
by the irregulars in their war of 
destruction. Added to this cost is 
the great list of compensation 
claims for property lost during the 
fighting. Already special military 
units are disbanded and the stand- 
ing army has received a wage 
cut. 


STAFFS REDUCED 

The Postoffice Department also 
is receiving the attention of Mr. 
Blythe. ere he is out to save 
£250,000, The Civil Service, 
which of recent years has as- 
sumed rather generous proportions, 
is feeling the wave of _retrench- 
ment. Staffs are being reduced 
and there is a determined effort 
to #liminate departments that are 
no. actually essential. 

But the efforts to bring down 
administrative costs have not cre- 
ated wild enthusiasm in all quar- 
ters. The government is discov- 
ering that economy is a nice thing 
to talk about, but unpopular for 
those closely affected. The ele men- 
tary or public school teachers are 
getting a 10 per cent salary cut. 
Their orgatization, which is quite 
powerful, suggests that the Brit- 
ish Treasury would never be 
guilty ef such a move They point 
to all they have done for the na- 
tional cause as a reason why they 
should not contribute their share 
in relieving the Treasury—and the 
taxpayer. 


OFFICIAL ADAMANT 

But the Minister of Finance is 
not easy to move. Mr. Biythe is 
an Ulster man. He is pressing his 
program of retrenchment vigorous- 
ly and neither the disapproval of 
any section of the public nor the 
Plaudits of the majority are likely 
to affect Lim one iota. 

An internal loan shortly will be 
floated to pay for the damage 
caused during the fighting and to 
initiate the long-promised plan to 
relieve the housing shortage by a 
general building program. It does 
not seem to be the present inten- 
tion of the government to seek a 
large loan in either New York or 
London. The successful issue of a 
large amount of state securities will 
have a very powerful reflection on 
the economic prestige of the coun- 
try. A generous response by citi- 
zens generally would mean that 
the country could remain relative- 
ly free of external banking inter- 
ests. 


ASSETS REVIEWED 

Mr. Blythe makes it clear that 
none of the borrowed money will 
be used to finance public services. 
All of them, he says, must pay 
their own way. He points warn- 
ingly to the slipshod methods that 
have proved so custly to some Ru- 
ropean states since the war, and 
justifies the liberal use of the ax 
from his conclusions. 

Ot late the pdblic mind has 
turned to an examination of the 
liabilities and assets of the nation. 
And the meditation is bearing good 
results. Even the most violent 
follewers of Mr. De Valera are 
rapidly coming to their conclusion 
that their military experiments 
were ill advised and disastrous. 
They will not enjoy footing the 
bill any more than will their less 
partisan neighbors.

Mr. De Valera, who is interned 
in Arbor Mill Barracks, Dublin, no 
longer issues orders to the faith- 
ful, but his “deputy,” Patrick Rutt- 
ledge, calls upon all to rally to 
the republic and oppose the prea- | 
ent regime in every way within 
their power.

All of which will 
indicate that tactics here change 
very rapidly. It is well within the 
range of possibility that some sort 
of understanding with the Repub- 
licans soon will be reached. The 
work ahead, as shown dy the 
Treasury plans, calls for more than 
pious declaration or mretaphysics 
on the part of the minority.

Destroying Cactus 

Over in Australia and South Africa.

Not merely a gar- 
den either, but garden teeming with in- 
terest and attraction. The perfect garden is 
one that yields recreation to the young and 
relaxation to the elder and more staid. 


We should make our gardens livable and 
then live in them, to an extent equal to the 
Frrlish, Who pass a greater portion of their 
time in the garden than any other people. 
It is largely a matter of attitude. As a 
nation we seem to think that whether one 
has a garden or not is a mere incident or a 
matter of taste. We should learn to regard 
it as a necessity; necessary to the preser- 
vation and enjoyment of perfect health, 
both collectively and individually. An 
American author says: “We cannot be a 


pink-cheeked pation until America is one 


great garden, as England is.” 

We must first make our garden comfort 
abie and in gaining this most important 
point will the true California garden 
For it will ne do to seek comfort in a 
garden that every day looks as though it 
had just come from the harber shop and 
Turkish bath. One of our greatest park and 
garden builders, after being shown through 
Southern California's most spectacular gar 
den, said it might be likened to a freshly- 
trimmed French poodle. No rest and relax 
ation, spiritually, may be found in such gar- 
dens, no matter how many seats, benches 
and arbors may h. eevvided for physical 
rest: for heartfelt comfort and relaxation, 
both mental and muscular, will still be lack- 
ing We need more of comfort, less of 
formalism and if we make our garden com- 
fortably beautiful in the fullest sense of the 
word, we cannot choose but love it. 

The Queensiand Nut 

The Queensland nut, Macadamia terni- 
folia, is each year growing in popular favor. 
In all the eounty fairs of Southern Califor-

nut. Aside from its food value and fine 
flavor, the tree is highly ornamental and 
may well find a place in the choicest of gar- 
dens, for if tt never bore a nut none would 
question its place among the best decora- 
tive small trees.

1i0-LAYING contests have become so 
E. general and reports of individual and 
peu performances so common a fea- 


ture of poultry news that their occurrence 
almost’ 


no longer is a novelty. Nevertheless 
every centest reveals something of prac- 
tiea!t vatee, and provides data that merit 
careful reading on the part of commercial 
ege darmers. The report of the third So- 
noma Farm Bureau egg contest is no ex- 
ception to the rule. The contest consisted 
of fertythree entries of ten picked birds 
and two alternates each, all of the 8. C. 
White Leghorn breed. The contest covered 
364 days and closed on October 30. The 
average production for the entire contest 
ek for the year was 172.04 eggs per hen, 
or 47.28 per cent. The high hen laid 305 
eggs. The high pen of 10 hens laid 2014 
eggs. Three hens laid 275 eggs or more: 
10 hens laid 250 eggs cr more; 116 hens, 
or 29 per cent of the hens that finished the 
contest, laid 200 eggs or more; and 204, or 
St per cent of the hens finishing the con 
test laid 175 eggs or more. Production for 
Cctober dropped to 23 pet cent, which was 
much the lowest fer any month of the year. 
In his report of the contest, published in 


the Petaluma Poultry Journal, Melain W. 
Ruster says that the cost of feed for the 
contest Nock, averaging 448 hens, for the 
entire year was $478.66 for mash, $430.35 
for grain, $23.26 for shell, grit and char- 
coal, and $66.03 for creens, making a total 
cost of $2.23 per hen. Figuring feed at 66 
per cent of the total cost of operating a 
poultry ranch and-allowing 40 per cent for 
labor, depreciation, — — „ten the cont

bor in operating the contest was $3.03 per 
hen, making a tctal cost of $5.26 for feed an’ 
labor. This naturally is much greater than 
the. laber cost would be on a commercial 
poultry farm, but it gives a fair indication 
of the cost of trapping birds on a breeding 
farm, and consequently the value of pro 
ducing pedigreed birds, although even on a 
commercial trapnest farm. the cost should 
not be quite so high. The total revenue 
from the sale of egge was $4.39 per hen.

SOME SIGNIFICANT ADVANCES IN 
ith the work's THE CALIFORNIA DATE INDUSTRY 


| Secording to the shade of amber or prune- 
like blackness. 
Most of the date growers have all the « 
types of dates to reckon with in their gar- 
dens. A number of growers pack and 
market their dates privately, some dispos- 
ing of the crop without precise grading to 
the local and passing tourist trade, others 
putting out careful and attractive packs for 
mail and express-order business. The larg- 
er producers operate as private companies, 
getting out special brands and catering to 
systematically built-up eustom. 


TWO ASSOCIATIONS 
There are two associations of date grow- 
ers, both conducted upon a co-operative 
basis. The focus of one is the handling “| 
of the Deglet Noor variety of date (with the . 
addition of a small amount of Thoorys.) 
This association maintains its packing- : 
house in the heart of the date country in : 
the town of Indio. The other association 2 
handles every variety of date and does its 
packing in Monrovia. 
While there are about 1000 acres in date 
gardens in Coachella Valley, the present 
date industry is sustained by about 600 
acres in bearing palms, imported varieties 
and seedlings. Fully 400 acres are in im 
ported stock, the other 200 being in date 
gardens developed from seedling palms. Up 
to January, 1923, there were 16,500 imported 
trees in the valley, all but one large plant - 
ing and a few small groups of palms ranging 
in age from 21 years down to last season's 
planting of offshoots. The planting in ques- 
tion is a group of 340 palms in the Holmes 
Gardens, which were set out at Heber in 
Imperial Valley in 1900, and seventeen years 
later were dug up bodily and moved to In- 
dio. The last census showed somewhat over 
12,000 Deglet Noor palms, growing on about 
250 acres in the valley. The other 4500 im- 
ported palms embrace 120 different varie- 
ties, of which Khadhrawi, Zahidi and Thoory 
are the principal commercial varieties. 
Last year 10,000 Saidy offshoots were im- 
ported and rooted in propagating frames. * 
The Deglet Noor Date Growers’ Associa- J 
tion, now three years old, has forty-seven = 
members and handles about 70 per cent of 7 
the Deglet Noor production. The capacity 
of the plant at Indio, now 4000 pounds a 
day, will be doubled by next season. Al 
though, owing to the ban of the French gov- 
ernment upon the exportation of offshoots 
from the home of the Deglet Noor in North 
Africa, the propagation of the variety is 
dependent wholly upon the local supply of 
offshoots, the production is increasing rapid- 
ly. E. W. Johnson, sales manager of

CONQUEST OF DELTA MARSHES 
HEROIC BIT OF FARM HISTORY 


BY VERNE 


Southland capital and initiative have played 
a noteworthy part In the development of the 
great central valley of California, having fig- 
ured in an important way in the reclamation 
achievement herewith described. The follow-. 
ing article with “its accompanying illustrations 
on another page, therefore, have more than & 
little local interest.—{E£ditor.) 


Te development of the delta region of 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento rivers 
forms an interesting chapter in the his- 
tory of California’s agricultural accom plish- 
ments. Often characterized as the “Holland 
of America” this fertile region, located di- 
rectly back of San Francisco and the bay 
district, has been transformed from a use- 
less swamp into a gigantic vegetable gar 
den which supplies not only the bulk of 
many of the products needed in Califorrite 
but also much of certain kinds of produce 
going to eastern markets during the winter 
months. Harvest season in this fertile reg- 
ion is now well underway and its water 
ways are daily traversed wy dozens of 
boats and barges transporting produce to 
warehouses or freight yerds in Stockton, 
Sacramento and bay points. 


The delta region, the greater portion of 
which is caused by the San Joaquin River 
and its tributaries, covers close to 500,000 
acres. Like the lowlands of Holland, it is 
of a peat formation, but, unlike Holland, it 
is far from the sea. Like the deltas of the 
Nile and Mississippi, it has an abundance 
of fresh water, but, unlike those deltas, it 
has little silt and is composed chiefly of 
peat, much of which is in such a state that 
it will burn. In its original condition, this 
swamp slightly 
higher than San Francisco Bay and covered 
with a dense growth of tule and swamp

gradually built up the peat beds. Nature 
was lavish in preparing the land for its 
present use and by the time man was 
ready to attempt the engineering feat there 
remained but the construction of levees to 
make available for agriculture one of the 
most fertile areas in the world. 


The carrying out of these reclamattons 
was, however, embittered by many failures. 
With no experience to guide them, the pio- 
neers attempted to cut off large areas of 
swampy land and protect it from flood wat- 
ers sent down by rivers feeding in water- 
sheds covering almost the entire length of 
Northern California. No efficient machin- 
ery was in existence to ald them and most 
of the work had to be done by hand labor. 
Thousands of laborers, mostly Chinese, 
were put to work on the first reclamations, 
and the shovel, wheelbarrow and wagon 
were in common use. As the reclamation 
work continued, bitter experience proved 
that as the areas were reclaimed the water 
would rise higher on the remaining swampy 
land. Mood waters had less space in 
which to spread and consequently rose 
higher. The remedy for this situaiion was 
higher levees, and many crops and fortunes 
were lost before this was realized and act- 
ed upon. 

MACHINES SAVE LABOR 

Reclamation during the past decade has 
been a far easier task. Huge dredgers, 
with clam-shell buckets lifting as much as 
five yards of earth at a time, now do the 
work of hosts of laborers. Immense levees 
that will withstand the strongest of floods 
can now be constructed within but a short 
time. Larger canals for boats are no great 
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h year the floods washed down 
and the decaying vegetation 
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problem today, immense pumps and siphons

BIG PRIVATE PLANTS 

The next largest producer of Deglet Noor 
dates is the Narbonne Ranch, which oper 
ates a private company putting t about 
40,000 pounds. The Holmes Ranch} now un- 
der the management of Bruce Drummond, 
for many years in charge of the govern- 
ment's date experimentation work in Coach- 
alla Valley, is packing its crop this season 
in Beaumont. Its output is about 158,000 


pounds, mainly Deglet Noors. The Whittier 


Ranch is also a prominent producer of Deg- 
let Noor dates. 


Some of the larger’ private companies 
packing mixed varieties are the Risher, 
Beach, Laflin, Marvin aud Oasis ranches 
and the Meyers Wondér Date Garden. The 
last two market most of ‘their crop locally. 

The Marvin Date Company. owned by B. 
K. Marvin, packs in Riverside. Many of the 
dates are of soft varieties, and Mr. Marvin 
has devised special trays for their safe 
transportation direct from garden to pack- 
ing-house. Dates picked in Coachella Valley 
one day are delivered to the Riversidé plant 
the next morning. This company is packing 
about 40,000 pounds, some of the dates being 
purchased from the associations to supply 
the special demands of a trade built up by 
Mr. Marvin during the past five years. The 
packing-house operates from August to 
February 


“PACK” 18 EMPHASIZED 

The Valley Packing Association, which 
has five members, controlling from 35 to 50 
per cent of the total date acreage. had 
packed more than 75,000 pounds by Octbdbef 
1, and will turn out a total this season of 
something over 100,000 pounds. This as 
sociation, tn its large new plant at Monro- 
via, is equipped to process and pack in large 
quantities each of the four general types 
of dates. It handles everything from the 
soft Khadhrawi and medium Zahidi to the 
firm Deglet Noor and th dry manna Thoory. 
Considerable quantities of seedlings, the 
California originations of dates, pass 
through this house. The dates are distrib-

now insure proper drainage or sufficient 
water for irrigation. 

Reclamations in the delta are made up of 
a large number of units of from 1000 to 
12,000 or more acres surrounded by navr- 
gable waters. On thegg navigable waters, 
of. which there are some 1000 miles, the 
produce from the islands is transported by 
boat to near-by railroad points or bay city 
markets. Over 400 miles of these water- 
ways are in San Joaquin county, the re- 
mainder being divided among Sacramento, 
Contra Costa Yolo and Solano counties. 
Vessels which ply these waterways are of 
from 100 to 500 tons capacity. The bulk 
ot the sack crops is moved on barges. Be 
sides the river boats and barges which ply 
the streams transporting produce, there are 
heavy river launches used for carrying pas- 
sengers and light freight. These boats, 
sometimes called the “mosquito fleet“ make 
regular trips along the waterways furnish- 
ing transportation and mail service for is- 
land workers. 

Most of the delta lands are suited to the 
most intensive kind of cultivation. The 
land is worked into a good seed bed with 
huge tractor implements, and immense 
crops of potatoes, beans, onions, celery, as. 
paragus, corn and grain are annually pro- 
duced. Drought is unknown. The water 
in the streams surrounding the islands !s 
slightly above the level of the tilled land 
and it costs but little to install a siphon or 
construct a culvert in the levee through 
which a sufficient amount of water for the 
needs of any crop can be admitted. 

Practically all the canned asparagus in 
the world is produced in the delta region, 
most of it being handled in the Sacramento 
River delta. Celery is cut for eastern mar- 
kets during the coldest of winter -months 
and a good portion of the supply of winter 
onions in the West comes from the same 
district. The region is famed for its po- 
tatoes. 


GIANT “CHECKER BOARDS” 

On visiting the “islands” as they are 
called, one is immediately impressed with 
the magnitude of the projects. One tract 
of seven or eight thousand acres may be 
planted entirely to one crop. Standing on 
a levee one may see rows of a crop extend- 
ing into a horizon marked by a low ridge, 
which is the levee on the opposite side of 
the island. Other islands may resemble a 
checker board, so marked are the differ- 
ences in the coloring of flelds of different 
crops. Such projects naturally require 
many laborers despite the extensive use of 
machinery. Numerous camps are scat- 
tered over the tracts and workmen live at 
the camp which is closest their work. 

A network of improved roads reaches all 
of the islands on the border of the delta 
and drawbridges connect with many oth- 
ers. Over these roads produce is trans- 
ported by motor trucks. Orchards are be 
ing planted on islands in the upper Sacra- 
mento delta where the soil contains more 
silt, pears having become especially popu- 
lar in that district. The fertility of the 
delta land caused the United States govern- 
ment to select a tract of land west of 
Stockton on “Rough and Ready Island” on 

which to establish an agricultural —.— 
school for World War veterans. Many 
splendid country homes of business men of 
both Stockton and Sacramento are to be 
found on the border islands, access to 
which can be gained either by water or 


paved roads.

California at the present time, with a con- 
siderable acreage being planned. The crop 
tie year is said to be unusually heavy, and 
is presenting a M problem in orderly 
marketing. 


The need for a vitamine study of the 
avocado, to learn more of its food values, 
was presented by M. E. Jaffa of the Uni- 
versity of California. Prof.-A. W. Christie, 
also of the untverstty, outlined the avocado 
dehydration experiments which have been 
conducted by himself and Prof. W. V. Cru- 
ess. He said the avecado had been suc 
cessfully dehydrajhd, and that the product 
obtained returned to its natural size, color, 
and practically the same flavor, on being 
soaked in water. The keeping quality of 
the dehydrated avocado, he sald, was net 
as satisfactory as might be desired. 


Paralieling recent work of Dr. A. B. 
Stout ef the New York Botanical Gardens 
and supplementing these studies, the work 
of Orange Clarke and his associates at 
Point Loma Homestead, San Diego, on avo- 
cado pollination under orchard tnditions 
was presented. Mr. Clarke declared that 
many problems along this line remained to 
be solved, 

Among the numeroug interesting exhib- 
its of the fruit show was a new variety ex- 
by A. B. Sharpless of Santa Ana, 
called the Arctic. it is a large-fruited, win- 
tertipening fruit, apparently a seedling 
the Sharpless, and is of unusually fine favor 
and quality. Commercial packs were ex- 
hibited by several growers and several 
Florida fruits and the Florida packing crate 
were also shown. A few nurseries exhibited 
nursery stock of different varieties.

GROWERS AWAITING 
SHIPPING SEASON 


With early estimates of their crop fixing 
the total yield at around 10,000 carloads as 
against 7000 last year, Impérial Valley let- 
tuce growers are interested in the coming 
decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on the recent national hearing held 
in Los Angeles, concerning refrigeration 
service offered by the railroads. It is be- 
lieved that a report will be made on the 
testimony given some time around the mid- 
dle of December. 


The hearing was conducted before Exam- 
iner A. M. Steer of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and concerned the filing of a 
new general tariff provision by the railroads, 
which asked that all shippers placing. ice 
on top of the load when shipping in refrig- 
erator cars, or “top icing,” be required to 
also pay a standard refrigeration charge 
for the use of the ‘car. 

For several years past, especially in Im- 
perial Valley, it has been the custom of 
shippers to “top ice” or to place several 
tons of ice, broken up in small chunks, on 
tip of the crates after the car was loaded, 
then to bill the car out with no ice in the 
bunkers. This practice ie found to be satis- 
factory to the shippers, as it not only holds 
the lettuce up in good shape, but means a 
saving of approximately $65 per car, or 
about $500,000 for a crop as large as is pre- 
dicted for this season. 


The carriers, on the other hand, contend 
that the “dry-car loading” damages their 
equipment severely; in fact, they testified 
that each car received a damage amounting 
to $30 per trip Kast during the lettuce deal 
when top icing was practiced. It seems, 
from the railroad testimony, that the walle, 
top and floor of refrigerator cars are insu- 
lated with cork or some material equivalent 
to cork in insulating quality, and that the 
meltage from the ice placed on top the 
crates in the car results in the decay of 
this insulation. The railway men say the 
ice should be placed in the bunkers of the 
car, and assert that the system of refrigera- 
tion ahd air circulation in the modern re 
frigerator car is sufficient to carry the prod- 
ucts into eastern markets. 


As a counter to the claim that top icing 
damages the insulation of equipment, the 
imperial Valley growers and shippers asked 
the question: “Why has not the meltage 
from ten pounds (approximately) of cracked 
ice placed in each one of the 320 packed 
crates of lettuce for many years past re- 
sulted in the same damage to the car-floor 
insulation?” This damage, it appears, was 
never complained of as long as the shipper 
paid standard refrigeration charges.

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‘STILL OPTIMISTIC 


PHOPNIX, (Ariz.)—Despite the discour- 
aging conditions of the past two seasons, 
long-staple cotton growers in the Salt River 
Valley are optimistic, according to Dwight 
B. Heard, president of the Arizona Pima 
Cotton Growers’ Association. Under the 
marketing policy of the association, most 
of the hold-over cotton has been disposed 
of. Plaus now are being made for the fu- 
ture, with firm intention to maintain the 
purity of the Pima seed and to sustain cul- 
tivation of the variety, in full confidence 
that it yet will be given full recognition for 
its excellence. 


Careful consideration of the situation was 
given at a recent meeting of members of 
the association with a number of agricu)l- 
tural experts. In resolutions passed it was 
set forth that the primary necessity is 
“maintenance of a pure seed supply of Pima 
cotton, in anticipation that, with changed 
conditions in the South and the recovery of 
normal conditions in Europe, the Pima cot- 
ton industry may be more remunerative to 
the grower than it is at present, because of 
the superiatively fine quality of this cot- 
ton and its exceptional length of staple.” 

It was brought out at this meeting that 
the use of Pima cotton by makers of auto- 
mobile tires has been declining, while a 
large demand has been created among fine 
goods manufacturers and the makers of 
thread. Suggestion has been made that 
Pima may be grown in the future under 
contract, the grower thus being assured of 
an adequate return. 


An organized effort also has been started 
to maintain the purity of seed of the excel- 
lent shorter staples now so extensively 
grown in this valley, such as Acala, Mebane 
and Hartsville, and the growers have been 
urged not to sow the gin-run of seed next 
season, but to buy through agencies that 
can guarantee against impure seed.

the trade which has been built up by spe- 
cial salesmen in all parts of the United 
States, 

R. H. Postlethwaite, secretary and general 
manager of the association, states that in 
building up the business and in working for 
the stabilized development ot the California 
date industry in general, the organization 
has begun to achieve most satisfactory re- 
sults by empbasizing “pack” instead of “va- 
riety.” The trade can be educated, he says, 
to understand and appreciate a small num- 
ber of date packs, whereas, to try to edu- 
eate them in the nice distinctions (often- 
times imaginary) of the legion of varieties 
is a “hopeless and unprofitable business.” 

In face of the fact that California is pro- 
ducing several general types of dates, each 
with distinctive merit, the most practical 
plan, according to Mr. Postlethwaite, is to 
separate the dates according to type, re- 
gardiess of their exotic names, or, if of seed- 
ling stock, lack of names. That, at any 
rate, is the plan upon which the Valley 
Packing Association is making rapid strides

ly a matter of conserving the dates in con- 
venient and attractive form for marketing, 
this without reference to time limitations, 
as all of the fruit is so sterilized and put up 
as to insure its keeping quality. 

Dates shipped from Coachella Valley in 
the afternoon are delivered at the pack- 
ing-house the following morning; the crates 
do not enter the packing-house proper un- 
tu they have been exposed for an hour in 
a fomigator containing carbon bisulphide 
in a twenty-nine-inch air vacuum. It is thus 
that they are freed from any insects or 
germs they may have attracted. 

The soft dates are then treated to a show- 
er bath on a slowly traveling belt, which 
passes through a Turkish blast of hot air 
to the lines of graders. Each date is in- 
spected and placed in the proper grade, the 
graded fruit collecting by machine upon 
large trays. 

The next step in the process is dehydra- 
tion. Fully 150 trays, holding altogether 
3000 pounds of fruit, are treated at once in 
closed compartments where heated air, cir- 
culating at the rate of 7000 cubic feet per 
second, reduces the moisture to the de- 
sired point. This process takes from one 
to eight hours at a temperature of 150 de- 
grees. Dates intended for carton-packing 


have thelr moisture reduced to 14 or 18 per 
cent, while those intended for jare are pet 
mitted fo contain as high as 26 per cent. 
The trays are then distributed among the 
packers, who proceed to pack the dates ac- 


cording to grade in cartons or glass jars. . 


Exclusion of moisture and air from the 
packs is the means of preservation, and 
while this is not entirely possible with the 
present cartons, the association is working 
on a packing made from vegetable parch 
ment, which will serve the purpose in- 
tended. The glass jars are, of course, firm- 
ly sealed under vacuum. They are then 
sterilized, 1000 at a time, In a steam cham- 
ber at a temperature of 212 deg. 


The semifirm and bread dates, after com- 
ing out of the fumigator, are cleaned in a 
revolving cylinder lined with brushes, under 
air pressure, instead of being washed. They 
are then graded according to ripeness and 
placed on trays to undergo ripening in the 
process room at a temperature of 105 deg. 
F., created by electric burners. Two to 
twenty days are required to invert the cane 
sugar into fruit sugar and change the tap- 
nin to an insoluble state. The fruit r 
graded Once or twice during this period, 
ripe fruit being taken out and packed in 
cartons.

SAN JUAN THROBS WITH ROMANCE 


Quaint Little Village Is Home of One of the Franciscan Missions and of Early

Thirty year after the founding of the first of the Franciscan missions, San Diego, the fifteenth of the 
chain was established in the picturesque little valley of San Benito.

The more the tire “gives” the 
leas will be the impact transmit- 
ted to the axle and the chassis. 
When a pnéumatic tires rides over 
an obstruction on the road it will 
absorb the obstruction without 
causing a rise in the wheel pro- 
vided the obstruction is not more 
than about five-sixteenth inches in 
height.. If the center of the wheel 
is not raised When passing over 


this obstruction, the impact is not 
transmitted to the axle or the chas- 
sis. The pneumatic tire will 
and abaeorb irregularities on the 
road surface at slow speeds as 
well as high speeds. If the ob- 
struction is higher so that the 
pneumatic tire canndt entirely ab- 
sorb it, it will impart an impact 
to the wheel and the truck, suid 
impact being larger the less the 
| absorption by the tire. 

The solid-rubber tire acts in an 
entirely different manner as the 
characteristic quality ot rubber is 
such that it cannot be compressed 
but simply depressed when room 
is given for the rubber to spread 
in other directions. For instance. 
by placing a load on a block of 
rubber it will be depressed but 
the mass of rubber is changed 


, from its former shape into a new 


shape. Whenever any mass, a 
solid, (as distinguished from a 
gas,) is changed from one shape 
into another, it consumes time 
Hence, we find that the rubber 
block is slow in action, that is to 
| say, it takes time for the rubber 
to be depressed and it takes time 
for it to resume its former post- 
tion for rubber has a low elastic 
efficiency. As long as the speed of 
the truck is not excessive, the rub- 
ber has time to respond to the 
duty imposed on it without great 
lose. If, however, the speed is 
excessive, the solid rubber tire. 
when in motion, will be depressed 
in the front under the load, and 
will not resume its former position 
until the wheel has turned a cer- 
tam distance. The faster the 
speed of travel, the smaller is the 
“give’ in solid rubber, as there 
is not enough time allowed for it 
to be depressed; hence rubber loses 
a great deal of its cushioning pow- 
er and rides harder with an in- 
crease in speed. The speed at 
which the difference in the give of 
the rubber is materially noticeable, 
is At about seventeen miles per 
hour for light loads and a lower 
speed for heavy loads. (A nar- 
row tire can spread easier than a 
wise tire.) 
IMPACT 

Mr. Goldbeck of the Bureau of 
Standards in Washington has 
found from carefully made experi- 
ments, that when a truck equipped 
with solid-rubber tires is traveling 
at sixteen miles per hour and one 
wheel strikes a one-inch obstruc- 
tion, the effect of the blow may be 
as high as seven times the normal 


load on the wheel, the average be- 
ing four times the load. For ex- 
ample: If the load on the wheel 
is 4000 pounds, the blow might be

following list should be observed: 
Test each cell with a good hy- 
drometer and keep the ceils filled 
with pure distilled water to about 
3-8 of an inch above the top vf 
the plates. This should de done 
every two weeks in winter and 
once a week in summer. If the 
hydrometer reading shows all celle 
to be all about the same gravity, 
this gravity being anywhere from 
1260 degrees to 1280 degrees, the 
battery is in good gondition. If the 
reading is as low as 1225 degrees 
or has passed 1285 degrees the 
battery should have professional 
attention. Keep the battery dry 
and clean, and properly held 
down. If acid collects on the out- 
side of the battery it will rapidly 
destroy it. If the battery appears 
moist on top, or the posts and ter- 
minals corrode, it should have im- 
mediaté attentiong To remove the 
acid dilute ammonia, clean and 
scrape the posts and terminais, 
wash with ammonia and replacg 
the terminals covered with vase- 
line, not cup grease, and carefully 
wipe away any excess after screw- 
ing up tightly, Don't overcharge 
a battery. If you are making long 
runs in the daytime and every- 
thing is working all right you are 
probably overcharging. Check up 
by applying the hand to the posts 
and mnectors, after making a 
long run. If the battery is warm, 
nearly bloed heat, the battery is 
being otercharged. Burn the 
lights a couple of hours while 
standing idle. This will discharge 
the battery about one-fourth and 
the battery is benefited, by the 
charge and discharge. Do not try 
to overcome the trouble by burn- 
ing the lights while running. This 
does not relieve the battery, and 
as most generators charge at A 
higher rate than the lights con- 
sume, you continue to overcharge 
while the lights are burning. A 
battery must not stand idle more 
than two weeks without discharge 
and charge.

Many motorists recently have 
complained that they have been

According to these com- 

ints, the drivers have been pro- 

ibited from turning at the cor- 

ners they desired and forced to go 
straight ahead. 

In numerous instances these 
complaints are not justified, ac- 
cording to investigations made by 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
.- California, because the motorist 


has falled to approach the crowded - 


intersection in the proper line, and 
as a consequence is ordered to go 
straight ahead to avoid further 
congestion and accident. 

The motorist expecting to turn at 
a crowded intersection should work 
his way to the line of traffic c- 
‘fering the lease resistance. If « 
templating a right turn he should 
join the line closest to the curb be- 
fore the intersection is reached. If 
a left turn, the approach should be 
made in the line nearest the cen- 
ter of the street. If the ng! 
straight ahead, the center e of 
travel is the best. 

A left turn should never be at- 
tempted at a crowded crossing by 
thé car on the extreme right of the 
line, — the reverse is true. A 
right turn should not be ettempted |- 
b on the extreme left. In

QUEST IONS 


Question: A great deal is written 
and said. about storage batteries 
and out of it all it is hard to pick 
out the essentials. Will you be so 


in the care and use of the storage 
battery for me, in the Questions 
and Answers department of The 
Sunday Times? Dr. M. 
Answer; There are a few very 
important things to do in the use 
and care of a storage battery, if it 
the owner is to have full value of 
his investment; but all of these 
things are so simple that the aver- 


age owner cannot realize how im- 


portant they are. Summed up, ac- 
cording to their importance, 
following list should be observed: 
Test each cell with a tod hy- 
drometer and keep the ceils filled 
with pure distilled water to about 
3-8 of an inch above the top vf 
the plates. This should de done 
every two weeks in winter and 
once a week in summer. If the 
hydrometer reading shows all cells 
to be all about the same gravity, 
this gravity being anywhere from 
1260 degrees to 1280 degrees, the 
battery is in good gondition. If the 
reading is as low as 1225 degrees 
or has passed 1285 degrees the 
battery should have professional 
attention. Keep the battery dry 
and clean, and properly held 
down. If acid collects on the out- 
side of the battery it will rapidly 
destroy it. If the battery appears 
moist on top, or the posts and ter- 
minals corrode, it should have im- 
mediaté attention To remove the 
acid dilute ammonia, clean and 
scrape the posts and terminals, 
wash with ammonia and replacg 
the terminals covered with vase- 
line, not cup grease, and carefully 
wipe away any excess after screw- 
Ing up tightly, Don't overcharge 
a battery. If you are making long 
runs in the daytime and every- 
thing is working all right you are 
— overcharging. Check up 
by applying the hand to the posts 
and mnectors, after making a 
long run. If the battery is warm, 
nearly bloed heat, the battery is 
being overcharged. Burn the 
lights a couple of hours while 
standing idle. This will discharge

The Turbine Lotomotive 

A distinguished Swedish engineer named 
Ljungstrom, who has specialized for a num- 
ter of years in the turbine engine, has re 
cently applied this to the railroad locomo- 
tive with remarkable success, writes M. 
Tevis in the August St. Nicholas. The or- 
dinary engines used on locomotives are of 
reciprocating type, that is, they make use 
of a ¢ylinder in which a piston travels back 
and forth. The turbine engine, on the other 
hand, the one which employs a revolving 
turbine wheel, is the type commonly em- 
ployed on stationary engines, such as those 
used in factories and workshops for de- 
veloping power. 

It is acknowledged that this new type of 
locomotive is extremely expensive to build. 
This, however, is offset by the many advan 
tages offered by the newer form. To begin 
with, it saves no less than 60 per cent of 
the fuel, and in these days of anxiety about 
the coal supply in most parts of the civi- 
lized world, it is easy to estimate the im- 
portance of this ftem. Secondly, there is 
much less wear and tear on this sort of en- 
gine, which means a lower cost of up-keep 
end less time lost for repairs, and that 
means a saving of both labor and time. 
Again, fewer stops are required for taking 
on water at wayside tanks, and this means 
a gain in the running time. Another point 
which appeals strongly to trainmen is that 
there is less slipping of the wheels, with 8 
correspondjng saving of both time and 
cnergy. 

One feature which is of particular im- 
portance in the United States, with its vabi 
areas and its enormous loads of freight 
traveling from one part of the country to 
the other, is that bigger engines can be 
built for the same load and the same gauge. 
It is even stated that 6000-ton engines can 
be profitably employed. 

An interesting comparison is drawn be- 
tween the new turbine locomotive and the 
average American locomotive. . The former 
has a weight of 126 tons, and the tractive 
effort it develops, which merely means its 
pulling power, is twelve tons, with a man- 
mum speed of about sixty miles an hour. 
The American locomotive, of the usual At-

HE most remarkable expression of the 
high attitude of his mind came in No- 
vember, at the dedication of the battlefield 
at Gettysburg. Over 3000 Union dead had 
been left on the Gettysburg battlefield, and 
there buried. The Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania had proposd that the field be made a 
national cemetery, and in that he had been 
joined by various loyal Governors of the 
Northern States. The dedication was to 
come in November, and while the main ad- 
dress was to be made by the most distin- 
guished orator of the period, Edward Bver- 
ett, Lincoln, as was proper, was also asked 
to speak.

HE finest tribute of the moment came 

it a letter that Everett wrote the 
President the day after the ceremonies, in 
which he said: “I should be glad if I 
could flatter myself that I came as near the 
central idea of the occasion in two hours 
as you did in two minutes.” 

Everett was right. Lincoln had crystal- 
ized in a dozen sentences the anguish, the 
sacrifice, and the reason for Gettysburg. 
Here we find the final essence of his feel- 
ing and thinking through these distracted 
months. At the outset he had seen the war 
as a test of whether the people understood 
the principle of Unionism, whether it had 
sunk deeply enough into their being for 
them to be willing to sacrifice themselves 
for its salvation. 

To him it had been from the start a trial 
oi the hold free institutions had had on the 
popular mind. The longer the war had 
gone on the more the country had suffered, 
the depeer his feeling, his conviction about 
the meaning of the war, and now, after 
more than two years of civil war, he gave 
this perfect expression of the deepest thing 
in him, in the Gettysburg speech: 

“Fourscore and seven years 
fathers brought forth on this continent a 
new nation, conceived in liberty, and dedi- 
cated to the proposition that all men are 
created equal. Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war, testing what that nation, 
or any nation so conceived and so dedi- 
cated, can long endure. We are met on a 
great battlefield of that war. We have 
come to dedicate for those who here gave 
their lives that that nation might live. It 
is altogether fitting and proper that we 
should do his. But, in a larger sense, we 
cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we 
cannot hallow this ground. The brave 


men, living and dead, who struggled here, 
have consecrated it, far above our poor 
power to add or detract. The world will 
little note, nor long remember, what we 
say here, but it can never forget what they 
It is for us, the living, rather,

The elephant, like the lion, prefers to be 
left alone. But he is quicker to attack than 
the lion and he isn’t satisfied merely to 
knock out his man enemy. Complete des- 
truction is his am. 

The buffalo is even quicker than the ele 
phant to take offense at man and he is as 


on ovr Western prairies in the old cattle 
days on foot probably experienced the same 
kind of charges one gets from African but - 
faloes. 


Nevertheless, despite all these qualities 
which are almost universally attributed to 
the African buffalo, I am confident that 
the buffalo, like the elephant and 
other wild animals, has no instinctive en- 
mity to man. That enmity, I am sure, is 
acquired by experience. 

Such initiation is like that of a band of 
elephaats I met on the Aberdare Plateau 
that had seen little or nothing of man, and 
until they learned about men from me, 
they paid no more attention to me than if I 
had been an antelope. But after I had 
shot one or two as specimens, they ac 
quired the traditional elephant attitude. I 
had a curiously similar experience with 
buffaloes. 


It happened in this way. Mrs. Akeley,| 


' Cuninghame, the famous hunter, and I had 
been trying for some time, but with little 
luck, to get buffalo spesimens for a group 
for the Field Museum at Chicago. 

We had reason to believe that there was 
a herd of buffaloes living in the triangle 
made by the junction of the Theba and Ta- 
na rivers. As the buffaloes would have to 
water from one stream or the other we felt 
pretty sure of locating them by following 
down the Theba to the junction and then 
up the Tana. 


A Creat Black Mass on the Plains 


ROM the swamp down the Theba to its 
junction with the Tana occupied three 
days in which we saw no fresh signs ot but 
falo. On the second march up the Tana, as I 
. Was traveling ahead of the safari at about 
midday, looking out through an opening in 
a strip of thorn bush that bordered the 
river, I saw in the distance a great black 
mass on the open plain which, on further 
investigation with the field glasses I was 
reasonably certain was a herd of buffaloes. 
Sending a note back to Cuninghame, who 
was in charge of the safari, suggesting that 
he make camp at a bill on the banks of the 
Tana about two miles ahead of my position 
and await me there, I started off over the 
plain. with my two gunboys. Coming up 
out of a dry stream-bed that I had used to 
conceal my approach, I came on to a large 
herd of eland, and my first fear was that 
I had mistaken eland for buffaloes. 
Proceeding farther on, however, we saw 
a herd of about five hundred buffaloes lying 
up in a few scattered thorn trees, four or 
five hundred yards away. At first it seemed

Stamped Victim for Two Hours 


HE buffalo deserves his reputation as 
one of the most dangerous of big-game 
animals. His eyesight is good, he has keen 
scent and is vigilant and vindictive. While 
the lion is usually satisfied with giving his 
victim a knock-out blow or bite, the buffalo, 
when once on the trail of man, will not only 
petsist in his efforts to find him but, when 
he has once come up with him, will not 
leave while there is a vestige of life re- 
maining in the victim. In some cases he 
will not leave while there is a fragment of 
the man remaining large enough to form a 
target for a buffalo’s stamping hoofs. 

A hunter I met once told me of an expert 
ence he had with a buffalo which shows in 
rather a terrible way these characteristics 
of the animal. He and a companion wound- 
ed a buffalo and followed it into the long 
grass. It was lurking where they did not 
expect it and with a sudden charge it was 
apon them before they had a chance to 
shoot.

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CHAPTER XTM. 


T SEEMS unreasonable,” President 
Lincoln wrote in August of 1862, 
“that a series of successes extend- 
ing through half a year and clear 
ing more than 100,000 square miles of coun- 
try should help us so little, while a single 
half defeat” (the Peninsular Campaign) 
“should hurt us so much. But let us be 


staying for hours. “I 
can see him now,” one 
of the telegraphers of 
those days has writ- | 
ten, “with his great 
long legs outstretched, 
his feet upon the desk, 
his sad face half 
buried in his big long 
hands and his long 
Angers running 
through his hair.” He 
was thinking things 
out, fixing in his mind 
what was going on in 
Virginia, along the 
Mississippi, along the 
Atlantic, the coasts 
and gulf, down the 
Shenandoah, in Ken- 
tucky, in Tennessee. 

There is no doubt 
that by the spring of 
1863 not only his con- 
fidence in himself 
had increased, but 
that the confidence of 
the country in the 
soundness of his mili- 
tary instinct and 
counsel was growing. 

Hunted and pelted 
as Lincoln was at 
this moment by political enemies, by South- 
ern sympathizers and by impassioned 
idealists, he knew he was getting ahead— 
that is, he knew he had a foundation for 
patience. So far in this pilgrimage we 
have followed chiefly his relation to the 
Eastern campaign, and that 1 It 
is dimcult in print for one to keep his mind 
in more than one place. Lincoln's atten- 
tion, as that of the country, was centered 
in these months on the Army of the Poto- 
mac. The war had started in the belief 
that, Richmond captured, it would end. So 
strong was this conviction that the people 
gave scant thought to other undertakings. 
While Lincoln had never underestimated 
the value of capturing Richmond at once, 
if possible, he had realized that even if 

army was taken it would not end the 

war at once—certainly not as long as the 
Mississippi was open. This closing of the 
great river entirely to the Confederates 
was a close second in his mind to the cap- 
ture of the Confederate capital.

Chess the Mississippi Aud the South- 
estern States of the Confederacy 
be cut from the main bady, close it, 
and the supplies which were feeding the 
Southern people and arming the Southern 
Army would be cut off, for the blockade of 
the Atlantic and Southern Gulf Coasts, by 
this time had become fairly effective. 
Streams of guns and of grain were coming 
in at Texas ports, however, and were 
passed across that portion of the river that 
the Confederates held. Lincoln saw that

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slowly but surely the Mississippi was being’ 
closed. 

In April of 1862 Farragut had taken New 
Orleans, and gradually the army backing 
him was working itself north. When the 
Emancipation Proclamation was issued on 
January 1, 1863, the President was able to 
exempt thirteen parishes of Louisiana from 
its working. Grant was now in command 
of the Army of the West, his business be- 
ing to work down the Mississippi and join 
the army working up from New Orleans; 
but it had been slow and costly going, inch 
by inch. More than one campaign had 
failed, and yet, as Lincoln watched, though 
disappointed again and again in the efforts 
to reach and capture Vicksburg, the pivotal 
point, he realized that Grant was pounding 
away; that is, that Grant, like himself, 
was a man of patience—a doggedly stub- 
born man. He liked that, counted on it, 
and when Grant’s enemies, of whom he 
seems to have had even more than Lincoln 
himself, came to him, he had one final re- 


ply: “I can’t spare this man, he fights.” 
After the closing of the Mississippi, the 
next important military matter—the thing 
to which Lincoln personally gave the most 
attention, was the splitting of the Confed- 
eracy from the Ohio to Chattanooga. The 
campaign had gone badly at frst, but finally 
Rosecrans, now in command of the Army 
of the Cumberland, as it was known, had 
given the country a New Year's (1863) 
present—the victory at Stone River, or 
Murfreesboro—a costly victory it proved to 
be but one at which the down-hearted coun- 
try grasped eagerly. That is all through 
the tormented spring of 1863 Lincoln saw 
that there was a real advancement, a steady 
clearing of country held by the enemy, an 
increasing division of their territory, sub- 
stantial reason for counseling his soul. 
Whatever battering there was from on the 
outside—“Let us have patience.” 


He was to have need of it for months 
and months more. The opening of June, 
1863, saw Hooker still north of the Rappa- 
hannock, Grant and Sherman still pounding 
away at Vicksburg, Rosecrans stalled at 
Murfreesboro. It was Lee, as usual, who 
broke the inaction. He had no stomach for 
defensive warfare. His idea of war was to 
fight and as soon as he had brought his 
troops into condition after Chancellorsville 
he determined on a bold operation, nothing 
less than capturing Washington, from the 
north and west. 


Before Hooker knew it Lee was streak- 
ing up the Shenandoah Valley west of 
the Blue Ridge, across the Potomac, into 
Pennsylvania. 


Anxious days followed. By the end Of 


the month Lee was in Pennsylvania. Pitts- , 


burg, Harrisburg, Philadelphia and a score 
of small cities had armed their citizens, 
started fortifications. The loyal Governors 
of the North, led by Gov. Seymour of New 
York, hurried State militia. south. 
time Hooker was in Maryland, his 
good shape, ready for a fight—a fight 
he was not to lead, for, unable to control 
his frritation at Halleck, on the very eve of 
battle, a dangerous moment, he resigned. 
Lincoln acted on the instant, appointing 


Gen. George G. Meade. 
who, the first of July, faced Lee at Getty 
burg, and in a days’ fight defeated 
him and forced his retirement south.

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'E last two years have wit- 

nessed a sharp decline in 

the business of robbing the 

government mails. A little 
over $2,500,000 has been stolen from gov- 
‘ernment mail sacks and postoffice safes 
and of this sum practically all has been 
recovered. 


The idea that Uncle Sam conducts post- 
offices and runs mail trucks and trains for 
the benefit of needy yeggmen is always 
popular with the element of our population 
that carries two guns and shoots to kill. 
Mall robbers have in the past provided 
much inspiration for the teadline writers 
of our leading dailies. Huge sums of 
money have been boldly filched from mail- 
carrying vehicles, while masked bandits 
with threatening “gats” reduced the guar 
dians of the mails to wrathful impotence, 
The banner year for the brigands was 1921. 
No less than $6,198,132 of the public's 
money was collected by the stand-and-de- 
liver artists during the crime wave of that 
year. ? 

But, gradually, the success of govern- 
ment sleuths in tracking down these mis- 

ided citizens and recovering stolen booty 

becoming proverbial. Mafl-robbing is 
now in the class of extra hazardous occu- 
pations, and the number of specialists in 


| this field is consequently on the decline. 


There are not many Jimmy Valentines in 
the safe-opening business at the present 
time. The sensitive fingers of that famous 
‘Character enabled him to rob alleged safe 
deposit receptacles merely by feeling the 
disks drop in the locking device. Over a 
thousand postoffice safes are opened an- 
nually by gentlemen in Jimmy’s line of 
business. They do not, however, use the 
Valentine technique. They employ the far 
cruder but effective method of blowing the 


“safe doors open with dynamite or nitro- 


gtycerine. Nevertheless, surprisingly neat 
work can be done with explosives. Over 
$200,000 is the annual loss to the Post- 
office Department through the robbing of 
safes and vaults in postoffices, 

The officials of the postal service made 


. strenuous efforts to lay by the heels these 


plunderers of the public coffers. In this 
work secret service agents are employed 
and with the co-operation of State and mu- 
nicipal police departments they capture 


western mail train. In a running fight in 
automobiles, Federal agents and State of- 
ficers killed several of the gang. Later two 
of the survivors were discovered in a house 
in a near-by town. Immediately the forces 
of the law laid siege to the house, where 
the robbers, well armed, put up a fight 
that lasted several hours. 

Both robbers fell, but only after thou- 
sands of bullets had been poured into the 
structure where they lay. Not only did the 
State and Federal agents keep up a con- 
tinuous fire on the embattled desperadoes, 
but all of the neighbors, in fact every man 
in the vicinity who had or could borrow a 
gun, amused himself by taking pot shots 
at the bandits. When the latter had at 
length succumbed to their wounds, there 
was a general demand upon Uncle Sam for 
reward by a large number of brave and 
stirdy citizens, any one of whom was will- 
ing to admit that he ha the rob- 
bers.

This last venture, however, proved his 
undoing. As he entered the baggage-room 
of a New York railroad station to claim a 
salesman's trunk containing thousands of 
dollars worth of stamps, money orders and 
cash, he walked squarely into the arms of 
a brawny officer of the law, there ending 
his career as a fruit grower and a safe 
blower. 

The government never relents when it 
sets out to apprehend a mail robber. Years 
may pass; mountains, deserts, continents, 
oceans may be crossed and recrossed in 
the chase, but at last and inevitably,

The assiat- 
ance of the public is obtained by offering 
rewards ranging in amount from $50 to 
$2000, a total of over $25,000 being avail 
able for this purpose in a year. 

It is noteworthy that the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral does not fix the sum to be paid for the 
apprehension and conviction of the crimi- 
nal in any particular case by the size of 
the sum lost to the government, but by the 
nature of the crime committed. More 
precious than the mail are the lives of 
those who handle it, though many a rail- 
way postal clerk has sacrificed his life in 
an effort to protect the letters and packets 
in his care. The Notice of Reward pub 
lisiied by the PostmasterGeneral, how- 
ever, shows plainly the purpose of the gov- 
efument to protect its servants by offering 
$2000 for the arrest and conviction of any 
offender who, in an attempt to rob the mail, 
injures any person having custody of it. 
Smaller sums are offered to those who 
bring about the arrest and conviction of 
criminals guilty of lesser offense against 
the integrity of Uncle Sam's postal bust 
ness not involving physical injury to the 


personnel.
